Arrival of Thanksgiving will be 
a welcome d a y for many hunters’ 
wives, who to now have been liv­ 
ing the life of a hunter’s widow 
or who have been patiently await­ 
ing the day when their husband 
will get a little more time to in­ 
dulge his buck fever. 
As you probably know. Nov. 14 
is a big day for hunting enthusi­ 
asts all over Michigan. 
It’s the day 
when 
the 
deer 
hunters pack their hunting gear, 
buy enough groceries to feed an 
a rm y , load all these, and many 
more articles, into their jeeps and 
trucks and what have you. and 
take off for hunting camps. All 
this 
preparation 
and 
hustling 
around is a prelude to the open­ 
ing day of the deer hunting season 
—November 15. 
Herb Wostlund's Red Top Camp, 
located near Rock, is typical of the 
activity which takes place at most 
camps in this area from Novem­ 
ber 15 to Dec. I. 
Camp Has Power Plant 
The Red Top Camp is built of 
hemlock lumber with paper sid­ 
ing and a red paper roof, which 
gives the cam p its name. 
Al­ 
though the cam p is miles from the 
power line it is equipped with elec­ 
tric lights. This is made possible 
by a small 
power 
plant 
made 
from 
a 
gasoline 
mower motor. 
Thanks to this machine, electric 
shavers and movies shown on a 
one cylinder projector are not un­ 
common at the camp. 
The hunting party at the Red 
Top 
this 
year Included Clifford 
Carlson. Joe Nailer, Andy Sayen, 
Leslie 
Viitala. 
Charles 
Carlson, 
Eino Kivela, Herb and Bill West- 
lund of Rock, 
Albert 
Sayen 
of

With ll men sharing one camp, 
there isn’t room left for any dull 
moments, 
and 
occupants 
don’t 
waste their time sleeping. At 6:00 
a.m. everyone is up, and after a 
number of healthy 
yawns 
and 
some elaborate stretching, there’s 
a m ad scramble 
for 
breakfast. 


Everyone digs in with the chores 
and in a short time a breakfast 
of eggs, bacon or ham, pancakes, 
coffee, and potatoes is on the ta­ 
ble. Dishes are done up in a flash, 
and 
then 
the 
hunters hit the 
brush. 
Most of the time they pair off 
and head for their favorite hunt­ 
ing sites. At noon they are back 
at camp for lunch 
and if any 
bucks have 
been 
bagged 
they 
proceed to drag them in. 
“All In” at Midnight 
Supper at the camp is served 
anyw here from 7 to 9:00 p. rn. 
Card games are a favorite pas­ 
time in the evening, and to keep 
in touch with the outside world.' 
the radio is tuned in. True ex­ 
periences are often related by old 
timers, 
with 
a 
few' 
tall 
tales 
added for good measure. By mid­ 
night the gang is ready to call it 
a day and everyone “hit the hay.” 
“Buck fever” is usually prev­ 
alent among the men and this 
year (the first time in many) one 
member of the party became lost. 
However, after an exchange of 
T arzan’s famous calls 
the 
lost 
hunter was soon guided back to 
familiar ground. 
Precautionary measures are al­ 
ways put in practice 
and 
have 
always paid off. Loaded guns in­ 
side the camp are taboo. To date 
no hunting casualties have ever 
been suffered by any of the men 
at the Red Top Camp. 
Although hunting trophies this 
year included only five racks of 
antlers, the hunters 
will 
leave 
the camp richer in hunting ex­ 
perience and looking forward to 
next year when they 
can 
again 
mix their hunting business with 
camping pleasure. 
As they return, with a swag­ 
ger and a satisfied face, often for 
Thanksgiving, 
wives again pon­ 
der the lure of the woods and the 
annual hunting expedition. That 
is, if they don’t hunt with their 
husbands.

When an EHS student wants to 
drop out. school officials first try 
to interview him to ascertain his

classes, and also sends a letter to 
parents. A questionnaire to de­ 
termine the reasons for dropping 
out is enclosed. 
Realistic Approach 
“The counseling and 
guidance 
program here has done much to 
help youngsters, 
through 
closer 
contact between 
the 
counselors 
and students,” Edick states. EHS 
has six counselors, three men and 
three women, who 
assist 
teen­ 
agers in solving school problems. 
They follow the student’s progress 
from the 10th through the 12th 
grade. 
Under the school’s

training program, 25 to 30 stud­

Money For School 
At EHS, students learning un­ 
der the cooperative program are 
sometimes given an extra

Seniors who 
have an opportunity tor employ­ 
ment, and who are not on the co­ 
operative? training 
program, 
are 
given one hour off, during study 
periods, to provide more time for 
work. This is done, however, only 
when the employer has 
assured 
the school that the job will 
be 
available for the 
student 
upon 
graduation. The 
employer 
also 
agrees to furnish the school with 
information 
on 
the 
student’s 
work habits and performance. 
Any senior who 
works 
under 
this arrangem ent must keep 
up 
school grades. If marks are down, 
the student is taken off the job, 
Edick states. However, most sen­ 
iors do as well if not better in 
school after taking the 
job, 
he 
notes. 
EHS students who w ant 
work 
submit applications to Al Mathi- 
son, coordinator of w ork-training 
programs for the school. Accord­ 
ing to school officials, employers 
in this area more and

City crews are making a s y s ­ 
tematic check 
for 
leaks in gas 
mains and in 
the operation of 
gas meters in Escanaba to deter­ 
mine the cause of an increased 
unaccounted for loss of gas since 
the city new' propane gas plant 
went into operation July 18. 
City Manager A. V. Aronson 
today said that about three miles 
of line checking has revealed only 
four minor leaks in 
the 
mains. 
The checking is continuing. 
Inspection of the 
gas 
meters 
has revealed in many cases that 
the meters have either stopped 
registering or 
were slowed be­ 
cause of changes occuring in the 
meter diaphragm with the change 
to propane. 
Meter* Not Register 
The 
diaphragm 
is 
made 
of 
leather and is the gas measuring 
device in the meters. The leather 
was kept resilient and pliable by 
the oils and tars in the gas m an­ 
ufactured by the old city plant. 
The propane gas 
dissolves 
the 
accumulated tars and the residue 
causes the leather to become stiff 
and occasional holes are discov­ 
ered. 
This resulted in faulty* measur­ 
ing. so 
the 
customer 
received 
more gas in many instances than 
was registered by the meter and 
for which he was billed. This ac­ 
counted for some of the previous­ 
ly “unaccounted” loss to the city, 
the city managed explained. 
The loss was discovered after 
the propane plant was in oper­ 
ation for a couple months. Some 
loss was anticipated 
wThen 
the 
mains w'ere emptied of the old 
gas and the new gas was intro­ 
duced, but when the loss con­ 


tinued the survey of the mains 
and inspection of meteis was be­ 
gun. 
To Study Problem* 
Gas customers were told again. 
as they were during the period 
of conversion, that the basic gas 
rate is unchanged now from what 
it was 
with the old 
water-gas. 
Propane has 
a

unit content, however, and users 
W’ere advised to 
keep

gas 
flame low under utensils on the 
stove to avoid wasting fuel.

LESS SPENDING

I 
Americans are getting out of 
patience 
with heavy taxation. Several states voted 
down tax increase proposals on 
Nov. 4. 
Suggested new taxes had a similar fate, 
when the people could express their opin­ 
ion of them. And a number of 
organiza­ 
tions are advocating tax limitation. 
Many ol the suggested methods are at­ 
tractive, from the citizen's point of view. 
Mote realistic income tax exemptions, to 
reflect the cost of living, even partly, are 
in the spirit of the earlier income taxes. 
so are the plans to give more credit for 
taxes paid by the recipient of the income. 
in one way or another. 
How far these limitation plans

Strict Bed Rest Is Necessary 


In Cases of Virus Pneumonia

A letter received some weeks ago server 
as such an excellent introduction to 
the 
subject of virus pneumonia that it shall be 
quoted al some length. 
“When I came down with virus pneu­ 
monia,” writes Mrs. T., “I had been oven 
the worst part of my cold for two weeks: 
then I started with a gradually rising tem­ 
per attire, and after a lew hours I began to 
break out all around my lips with fever 
blitters. The same night my temperatuie 
went vci y high, and then I broke out into 
severe sweating and chills. 
“Tile next few days Were the same. At 
the time we were broke and I didn t have 
money for a doctor, and not knowing what 
was wrong I let it go for four days. But 
after J started coughing up blood I made 
up my mind dial money oi no money, I 
bittei dud out what was wrong with me 
Now, aliet several months, I still have to 
be careful and not strain too much, and I 
tell tiled all the time.” 
ilie letter quoted brings up several im­ 
portant things about virus, or 
a 
typical 
pneumonia. This disease, like most colds 
md influenza, o caused by a virus, w’hich 
is a tiny living organism too small to sec 
nuclei the microscope. As in Mrs. T‘s case, 


cough, running eyes and nose, and perhaps 
some level which may not be noticed at 
first. 
Neglect n a dangerous thing, and Mrs. 
T. is lucky that the effects were not even 
worse. Certainly strict bed rest from the 
beginning is most desirable, and this is 
particularly true

uuieomyein—has been claimed by some to 
be useful. 


Merry-Go-Round

W ASHINGTON—Oregon's 
independent 
Sen. VV ayne Morse paid an unusual call on 
the Bureau of internal Revenue the othei 
day. Most people light shy of this tax-col- 
lecting agency. ,ome people get heart fail­ 
ure when its agents even telephone. 
But the Oregon senatoi ambled down to 
tile Bureau and said he wanted to meet with 
the officials who were running it. Accord­ 
ingly, Hai ola Swartz, acting assistant com­ 
missioner, sat down with hun, plus Davio 
Gatzenmeier and Frank Cohen of the chief 
counsels ollice, plus E. I. McLarney and 
Leonard Boyd of the audit division. 
“I would like to a.>k the Bureau of In­ 
ternal Revenue," Senator Morse told them, 
"to make a careful audit of my income-tax 
returns.” 
The tax officials couldn't believe their 
ears. The Bureau makes it an unwritten 
rule not to look too closely at the tax re­ 
turns of members of Congress. So 
for 
a 
Senator to come In and ask for an audit 
was revolutionary. 
Morse went on to explain that, when he 
was elected to the Senate in 1945. he had 
a campaign deficit of about $16,000 w’hich 
nad been paid partly by him, 
partly 
by 
contributions from friends: and 
that 
re­ 
cently Oregon politicians had been circu­ 
lating charges that the handling of this 
deficit had violated the tax laws.

SAGINAW (Ut—A rifle bullet fired 
Saturday still was playing hob to­ 
day.

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South Korean Becomes 
Wizard Of Jap Market 


By FRED SAITO 


TOKYO UP) — The wizard of the 
booming Japanese stock m arket 
is a 37-year-old South Korean who 
started without a penny of his own 
in 1945 and now’ speculates with 
’some IO million dollars entrusted 
to him by millions of clients. 
His personal fortune is a secret 
but Matsutomi Ito’s lavish way 
of life is in m arked contrast to 
more than 600.000 other Koreans 
in Japan. Most of them are pov­ 
erty-stricken day laborers, looked 
upon as second-class citizens. 


Brokers Awed 


Ito now heads a private stock 
investment fund with 180 branches 
throughout the country. The power­ 
ful 
Honganji Buddhist sect 
with 
some IO million followers is one 
of his best customers. 
Japanese brokers look with awe 
upon this slight young m an who 
adopted a Japanese nam e and is 
now a naturalized citizen. 
Ito was in the sam e poor fix 
as his fellow countrymen in Japan 
until shortly after World War II 
He came to Japan in 1928. He 
was only 13 when he cam e to live 
with his brother, a factory worker 
now missing in Korea. Now he is 


Bankrupt Tolfree 
P ik P.ys 2,000

After the war Ito borrowed mon­ 
ey and headed for the countryside 
to buy food and bring it to starv­ 
ing Tokyo. 
“ It was a strenuous business but 
rewarded with IOO per cent profit 
in the chaotic days when many 
faced starvation," Ito told an in­ 
terviewer. 
Ito turned away from his fellow 
Koreans and set about massing 
money. 
“ I have no friends in the Ko­ 
rean community and don’t seek 
them ," he said. 
Trading Runs Wild 
With funds gained from his food 
dealings, Ito started a stock brok­ 
erage business in Tokyo’s East 
End slum district in 1948. 
He proved a genius at figuring 
the twistings and turnings of Ja ­ 
pan’s bouncing market. He bor­ 
rowed money from investors and 
speculated on his owrn, dividing the 
profits later. 
The Japanese stock m arket ri­ 
vals the wildest ever seen in the 
United States. 
The average of 225 issues on the 
m arket recently advanced from 167 
yen, early in January, to 329 yen 
on Nov. IO. One Japanese camera 
firm ’s stock shot up from 165 yen 
to 415 yen in two weeks. 
Ito learned to call the turn and 
rode the m arket to a fortune. He’s 
still at it with no sign of weaken­ 
ing in his speculations. 
His firm is known as the “Hozen 
Keizaikai.” Translated that means 
—despite its way of operation— 
“Safe Economy Club.”

They 
want the man to be the head of 
the family; that is the way na­ 
ture intended life to be. She also 
likes to be a mother. She can be 
motherly to her husband, but she 
should do it in a subtle way 
“Yes, I know that the wives 
work hard, too. If they are too j 
exhausted, their husbands should 
offer to help. But it doesn’t help 
the glamor of their m arriage if 
the women are worn out when the 
men come home. 
“My suggestion 
is 
this: 
the 
women should work a little faster 
so they can have an hour’s rest 
before their husbands come home. 
No m atter how hard I’ve worked 
during the day, I always try to 


i get a little rest before I have a 
date.’’ 
Love Good At Any Age 
This mother complex on the part 
! of U. S. husbands is partly be- 
! cause they m arry too early, said 
1 the French gal. 
“They have not been out in the 
world long enough and they still 
feel an urge to be mothered,” she 
remarked. “A man shouldn’t m ar­ 
ry until he has grown up and had 
a great deal of experience with 
women. 
I think the 
best 
age 
would be around 32 or 35.” 
Is a more m ature man a better 
lover? 
“Who mentioned anything about 
love?” she inquired. But since it 
appeared to be one of her favorite 
topics, she added: “ If a man is 
a good lover, he is good at any 
age.” 
Miss Darcel, who is currently toil­ 
ing in “Flame of Calcutta,” gives 
a final word of advice to American 
men: Tell your wives to shut up 
now and then. Be firm, but don’t 
go to extremes.

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Beaver Controversy In Michigan 
Subject Of Study By Wayne U. 


Garden

Much has been said and written— 
mostly untrue—-about the rem ark­ 
able feats of engineering perform­ 
ed by the Castor canadensis michi- 
gnnesis—Michigan 
beaver. 
This 
rodent played an important part in 
1he early exploration and 
settle­ 
ment of North America including 
the State of Michigan. 
Biology students at Wayne Uni­ 
versity in Detroit have been “ busy 
as beavers” .studying some curious 
facts about this animal. Although 
beaver spend much of their time in 
the water, they are strict vegetar­ 
ians. Their diet consists of every­ 
thing available in the way of twigs 
and bark. In Michigan, beaver are 
partial almost completely 
to the 
twigs, 
leaves 
and bark 
of the 
aspen. 
Beaver skins were at one time 
exchanged as stable currency over 
half the continent. The long ex­ 
ploitation by 
fur trappers and 
traders, however, brought 
about 
the necessity for an extended clos­ 
ed season 
for 
Michigan 
beaver 
trappers in 1920. 
There has been some controversy 
as to the desirability of this animal 
in Michigan’s wildlife conservation 
program. 
Many pro-beaver advo­ 
cates maintain that beaver do not 
destroy anything of value and that 
protecting them improves 
fishing, 
conserves water and generally aids 
in the 
wildlife and 
conservation 
Isogram . 
However, 
those with less senti­ 
ment for the “ hard-working bea­ 
ver” and a more factual point of 
view claim that this animal should 
not be protected because it causes 
the blockage of streams, hinders 
ih t migration of fish, floods out 
forests, and shade trees in recrea­ 
tional areas, and destroys om s 
mental trees. 
According 
to Dr. 
Charles 
W. 
Cl easer, chairman of the 
Wayne 
University biology department, it 
the water 
is too cold 
for fish 
growth, a beaver pond will help rn 
trout production 
If the water is 
warm. a beaver dam may make it 
unfit for trout. 
Fishing in the beaver dam reg­ 
ions is usually improved for about 
* year. Then when the otter and 
mink settle on the beaver pond, the 
fish are almost completely wiped 
out since they cannot m igrate 
to 
other waters. 
Under 
Michigan 
conditions, 
a 
braver cuts an average of from 200 
lo :mo trees per year. Not being 
the keen foresters 
many people 
think they are, beaver waste a con­ 
siderable proportion of their work 
b> falling one tree into another or, 
what is more common, by failing 
to utilize the trees they cut. 
They 
destroy a lot of small growth as 
well as large timber. White birch. 
small Norway pine, small maple 
and tam arack are cut by bcavei 
when in need of material 
for

Second growth

cedar 
spruce, balsam and 
tam arack is 
prevented iii the areas flooded by 
braver.

hornet has an insatiable appetite. 
It catches honey bees and often 
destroys 30 to 50 per cent of the 
bees In apiaries. It eats up ripe 
fruit. Dates can only be saved by 
covering them with paper dbags. 
Hungry hornets even gnaw the 
bark of young fruit trees so bad­ 
ly that some of them die.

Oriental Immigrants To Israel 
Arrive With Small-Scale Harem 


EHS Students

TEL-AVIV, Israel— (NEA) — 
The new nation of Israel, formed 
of people from many lands, has 
found 
an 
unwelcome 
custom 
smuggled in with 
some 
of 
its 
immigrants. 
That’s 
the 
custom 
of bigamy and even polygamy. 
As waves of Jews from Yemen, 
Morocco, Libya and other Orien­ 
tal countries poured into Israel, 
authorities noted more and more 
instances of men with two wives 
and sometimes junior-grade har­ 
ems. 
In the lands of their origin, 
it was natural and right to have 
more than one wife. 
But Israel is a country where 
Eastern 
traditions 
clash 
with 
Western ideas. 
The government 
is working to uproot 
the cen­ 
turies - old custom which “the 
Bible does not prohibit” but the 
government 
does 
not 
want 
to 
countenance.

I srael can do about the 
existing bigamists. 
Under inter­ 
national 
law, 
these 
marriages 
were legally 
contracted 
in

One official

“They have to be tolerated here.” 
But it is new m ultiple-wived 
families 
that 
Israel is battling. 
Parliament 
pushed 
through 
an 
amendment to the Criminal Code 
Ordinance, in 
1951, proclaiming 
bigamy to be a criminal offense. 
This was only partly success­ 
ful. 
It gave the government a 
weapon, but it took more than 
just its passage to stop new har­ 
ems from being formed. Orientals 
were 
still 
“purchasing” 
second 
and sometimes third wives w hen­ 
ever they could afford such lu x­ 
uries. 
The government went into ac­ 
tion with “flying squads.” includ­ 
ing experienced 
social 
workers, 
officials of the Justice, Religion 
and Interior Ministries and trans­ 
lators. 
These groups toured im ­ 
migrant 
camps, 
explaining 
to 
newcomers, 
in 
dozens 
of 
lan­ 
guages and dialects, 
the 
provi­ 
sions of the law and the penalties 
for breaking it.

There were many 
trials, and 
many 
convictions. 
Newspapers 
still report 
sporadic cases, 
but 
they are rapidly diminishing in 
number. 
The so-called “Opera­ 
tion Monogamy” has apparently 
all but stopped new bigamy. 
In some cases, old harems have 
been dissolved, usually with the 
active assistance of one of the

“The trouble is,” says one offi­ 
cial, “that the bulk of bigamists 
and polygamists do not discrim­ 
inate, but actually are loyal to all 
wives.
